The addition of a full time police clerk is requested regardless of the substation relocation though the exisiting
substation would require safety upgrades to accommodate this request. Office remodel to accommodate security from
public visitors, including ballistic protected barrier walls and windows, video security screening system, alternate secure
office egress route, and upgrade network/computer systems. Space will be provided for two to three detective offices,
interview room, intoxicate (breathalyzer) room, public reception area, and a patrol conference/briefing combined area.

CSOMMENTS:

Tre wadition of a "full time" police clerk in the Eagle River Substation has been a priority request form the Eagle River representatives
v & nuiber of years.

SUSTIFICATION:

The current substation is not adequately secured for public information access and will not safely house a full time clerk in its current
configuration. The current substation could be upgraded to accomodate a full time clerk with public access for approximately $130,000
to $175.000 but would still be located in a relatively "out of the way" area not easily accessed by the community. The relocation of this
substation and subsequent expansion in the Valley River Center complex would allow community members increased availability to
police department rescurces at a prominent centralized joint municipal department location. In addition, the current substation could be
converted back to Fire Department occupancy since they are in need of additional space in the Eagle River area.
